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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment submitted 5 February 20 1 0. Claims 1 - 
5, 14-21 and 30-31 have been cancelled. Claims 6 and 22 have been rewritten in independent 
form to include the previously allowable subject matter. Claims 6-13 and 22-29 are currently 
pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The claim rejections under 35 USC 103(a) unpatentable over Yang et al. (US 
2004/0023083 Al) for claims 1, 2, 14, 16, 17 and 30 are withdrawn because the claims have 
been cancelled and unpatentable over Yang et al. in view of Freeman et al. for claims 3-5, 18-21 
and 3 1 are withdrawn because the claims have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 6- 1 3 and 22-29 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest a predetermined transduction means attached to the fuel cell 
power and the load as is described in the claims.
